Boston, December 18. 

Professor Evagelines Apostolides 
Sophocles, the venerable professor of 
Greek of Harvard University, died 
yesterday morning at Cambridge. He 
was the most profound scholar and 
notable figure in the College campus, 
with a flowing white beard and sil- 
very, unkempt locks. He was a 
native Greek, born within a tew miles 
of classic Mount Pelon, in §1807. His 
whole life is a mystery about which 
he always refused totalk. He spent 
several yearsinaconvent. He came 
to this country and entered Amherst 
College in 1829, and was appointed 
Greek tutor in Harvard in 1842, and 

made a professor in 1860. —

More Hanging in Ireland. 
DUBLIN, December 18. 

Joseph Poole was hanged at 8:05 

o’clock this morning for the murder 
of Kenney, in Dublin. Poole rose at 
5:30. A priest visited him at 6, and 
administered the sacrament at 7:15. 
Both remained in the prison chapel 
} until nearly 8. Poole stood the ordeal 
of preparation for execution with re- 
markable fortitude. 

Still Hanging Fire. 
Lonpon, December 18. 

A Hanoi dispatch of the 12th ins‘. 
says: Thecivil power in Tonquin is 
in abeyance. Dr. Harmand, French 
Commissioner, started to return to 
France to-day. It is feared the Chi- 
nese at Bacninh will sttack Hanoi 
during the absence of the expedition 
to-night.
